6.—Masked 
like old time train robbers, five 
bandits today held up a regis­ 
tered mall carrier and his guard 
just across the street from the 
federal 
building 
and 
escaped 
with notes and securities esti­ 
mated to be worth at least $1,- 
#90,000. 
This, the m ost daring robbery in 
Chicago for m any years, required 
less th an a m inute. 
W ith calculat­ 
ed precision th e gang surrounded 
the m essenger and his escort, dis­ 
arm ed th e guard, and seized two 
m ail sacks. 
Throwing these into 
the rear of a light car. they drove 
away and were out of sight before 
an alarm could be given. 
M ail For Banks 
One sack contained 123 pieces of 
registered m ail for the F irst N ation­ 
al bank, and the other contained 40 
pieces for the F irst Union T ru st and 
Savings bank. The usual m orning 
delivery of registered m ail to these I 
banks totals from $500,000 to $1,000,- 
000. 
Federal authorities said it would \ 
be 24 hours before the value of the j 
loot could be approxim ated. 
O rdin­ 
arily, the mail contains but little 
currency. 
Fred Voelsch, wfho has delivered 
bank m ail for sixteen years, left the 
Federal building a t 7 a. m. w ith the 
sacks slung over his shoulder. Three 
paces behind walked F ran k Stastny, 
the guard, a form er arm y m an.

Suiting the deed to the word, the 
President reported to congress th at

ent fiscal year. 
Must Co-operate 
Coupled w ith these recom m enda­ 
tions, Mr. Hoover fu rth er declared 
th at if the U nited States Is to re- 


J tu rn to the prosperity it once e n ­ 
joyed there m ust be “vigorous and 
whole-souled cooperation w ith other 
governm ents in the economic field.” 
On th e issue of prohibition, the 
President’s last m essage was silent. 
, The word did not appear th ro u g h ­ 
out the nearly 4,000 words of his 
I last report to congress on the state 
of the nation. 
Nor did Mr. Hoover touch exten­ 
sively upon the w'ar debts, but th s 
reason for this is understood to be 
th a t he will shortly transm it to con­ 
gress a special supplem entary m es­ 
sage dealing with this controversial 
issue. 
He referred only in passing to the 
recent general election. 
“W hile we have recently engaged 
in the aggressive contest of a gen­ 
eral election,” he said, 
“its

The normal 
American demand requires that ap­ 
proximately 7,000,000 little firs, ce­ 
dars, spruces and pines be moved 
into living rooms. In recent years 
the number has dropped off at least 
2,000,000. 
Long Hauls 
Some of the trees have to be sled­ 
ded or hauled long distances before 
being packed into freight cars. And 
workmen have to dodge the great 
snowstorms which would put a stop 
to tree cutting and hauling in mid­ 
dle December. That’s why the early 
start is made. Firs are most popu­ 
lar because they retain their fresh 
greenness longer and never shed 
leaves or “needles” in the living 
room. 
One freight carload contains near­ 
ly 2,000 Christmas trees. They are 
tied usually three in a bunch, the 
little limbs “hugging” the trunks 
until placed on sale in grocery stores 
and elsewhere. Trees one foot to 12 
feet high are cut. Tying saves space 
and protects them.

Its 
effect, he added, w ill not concern 
itself with fines, remonstrances or 
scathing rebuke. 
For some reason, Mr. Rickey can 
bring himself to repose no 
great 
confidence in these. Maybe he has 
begun to suspect 
that 
baseball, 
while striving earnestly for the light, 
still lacks some of the ideals of the 
Christian endeavor. 
Anyhow, 
he 
doesn’t propose that baseball shall 
merely lose its temper with the er­ 
ring magnate. He proposes the loss 
by the magnate in question of the 
player or players involved in the 
violation. 
“Throw the player or players con­ 
cerned on the open market,” was 
the way he put it and, in the same 
breath, he declared that violations 
in the past were an open book to 
everybody to be condoned by every­ 
body and winked at by those in im­ 
mediate charge. 
“There w ill be no winking done 
in this case. If the leagues accept 
this proposal, they w ill prove their 
sincerity. If they don’t, they will 
prove their intentions are not what 
they should be.”
